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General Secretary's Report 


A priority of the Gurdwara committee is to ensure the safety of the sangat when they 
arrive at the Gurdwara for worship. We have installed more cameras in the Gurdwara 
complex, both inside and outside in all corners of the car park. The fire alarm system has 
been upgraded and connected to the Fire Brigade and to the Police. The intruder alarm has 
also been upgraded and connected to the Police. 


The planning for the Nagar Kirtan normally starts in November each year and this year our 
Event Organising Committee had been extremely busy with the delivery of the highly 
successful seven day Guru Nanak Dev ji 550th Parkash Utsav Smagam programme. As a 
result it could not deliberate about the Nagar Kirtan early on. 


Now both the Organising Committee members and the Management have had a hard and 
careful look at this event. We put under the scanner all the important aspects: its aims and 
purpose, the security, safety and the well being of the sangat, and other people lining up 
the route. We also considered the responsibilities and the liabilities of the Gurdwara. We 
sincerely hope that a serious emergency situation may never arise, but there is a possibility. 


The view is often expressed that Nagar Kirtan helps to promote a better understanding of 
our religion and our people, but we need to ask do they really? Undoubtedly, most of the 
sangat enjoys the occasion. However the general public feels unhappy, or we would rather 
say, they are very angry and critical. It is not difficult to understand their reasons. There is 
noise and disturbance caused by the closure of roads and the traffic diversions. There are 
delays, resulting in obvious anger and frustration. Essential and emergency services such as 
Ambulance, Fire and Police are help up, which may lead to serious and costly 
consequences. 


Keeping all this in view the Event Organising and the Executive Committee members felt 
that our purpose was not being achieved. They saw no alternative but to cancel the event. 
We are conscious of the disappointment this decision may cause, but we do sincerely hope 
that the sangat would understand the reasons behind it. Nagar Kirtan is a popular and 
traditional event but we should realise that we live in a different world and times and we 
have to act accordingly. We should strive to establish a harmonious relationship with the 
wider society and not do anything that may harm it. 


We do our best to respect and comply with the wishes of our sangat but this case is very 
different. 


We assure everybody that we will host alternative programmes that are both enjoyable and 
beneficial to all.

If one tongue was to become a hundred thousand, and further increased twenty- 
fold, then if each tongue repeats the name of the master a hundred thousand times, 
this way leads to the steps, ascending which one merges in Him. Hearing the talks of 
Heaven, even the worms are filled with high ambitions. Nanak says that whatever we 
attain, is due to his grace. Everything else is false and mere ego. 
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Sahibzada Ajit Singh ji 


Sahibzada Ajit Singh ji was the eldest of 
the four sons of Guru Gobind Singh ji and 
he was born to Mata Sundri ji at Paonta 
Sahib on the 26th January 1687. He was 
mainly brought up at Anand Pur Sahib in 
the approved Sikh style. His education 
included the study of religious texts, 
history and philosophy. He received 
training in riding, the gatka martial arts, 
swordsmanship and archery. He grew up 
to be a handsome young man - strong, 
intelligent and a natural leader of people. 


Soon after the creation of the Khalsa in 
1699, Baba Ajit Singh had the first test of 
his tactical fighting skills at a very young 
age. Some Sikhs in a Sangat were on 
their way to Anand Pur Sahib from Pothohar (north west Panjab, now in 
Pakistan). On the way there they were attacked and looted by the Ranghars of 
Nuh, a short distance from Anand Pur. Guru Sahib sent Baba Ajit Singh who 
was then only 12 years old, along with about 100 Sikhs, to intervene and 
defend the Sangat. He reached there on 23 May 1699, punished the Ranghars 
and recovered the looted property. 


The following year a much harder task was assigned to him when the hill 
chiefs and the Mughal army attacked Anand Pur Sahib. He was made 
responsible for the defence of Taragarh which was the first target of the attack. 
Baba Ajit Singh, supported by Ude Singh, repulsed the attack. He also fought 
valiantly in the battle of Nirmogarh. The Sahibzada also led a successful 
expedition against the Gujjars and the Ranghars who had waylaid a Sikh 
Sangat from Sialkot. 


Once a Brahman complained to Guru Gobind Singh ji that some Pathans of 
Bassi near Hoshiar Pur had taken his newly wedded wife away by force. Baba 
Ajit Singh offered to help the Brahman. On 7th March 1703, he took 100 
horsemen to Bassi and with his band of young brave Sikhs he fell upon Bassi 
during the night. He arrested the Pathans responsible for the wicked deed and 
recovered the kidnapped wife. The Pathans were taken to Anand Pur and 
severely dealt with and the wife reunited with the Brahman. 
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In the prolonged siege of Anand Pur Sahib in 1704, Baba Ajit Singh displayed 
his exceptional qualities of courage and steadfastness. When at last, Anand 
Pur was vacated he was given the command of the rearguard. When the 
besiegers, violating their solemn promises of safe conduct, attacked the 
column and the civilians, he stoutly engaged them at ‘Shahi Tibbi', until 
relieved by Bhai Ude Singh. 


The river Sirsa, which at the time was severely flooded, was crossed whilst 
under attack, resulting in huge loss of life and many valuable documents. The 
family were separated and Baba Ajit Singh ji finally crossed along with Guru 
Sahib, younger brother Jujhar Singh and about 50 Sikhs. There were further 
casualties at the hands of pursuing troops from Ropar. With about 40 Sikhs 
the party reached Chamkaur Sahib and took up position in a mud garhi. Guru ji 
had been here during the first Chamkaur battle of 1702. The attackers, whose 
numbers had swelled by reinforcements from Maller Kotla, Sarhand, and local 
Ranghars and Gujjars, soon caught up with them and threw a tight ring around 
Chamkaur and the garhi. 


An unequal but grim battle commenced the next day. In the Haveli there were 
about 40 famishing persons with a meagre stock of ammunition, surrounded 
and besieged by over a hundred thousand fresh soldiers with up to date 
armaments. Guru ji decided to send out batches of 5 people at a time to face 
the enemy and encircling them as a warfare tactic. Sahibzada Ajit Singh led 
one of the sallies, along with Bhai Mohkam Singh (one of the Panj Piaray), 
Bhai Isher Singh, Bhai Lal Singh and Bhai Kesar Singh. He was only about 18 
years old but he fought so valiantly that the enemy resorted to prayers for their 
own safety! 


Inevitably his supply of arrows became exhausted and he continued fighting 
with his spear. He thrust the spear into the body of a Mughal officer and the 
force, on pulling it back, broke the spear. Finally he drew his sword, and 
dismounted from his severely wounded horse. After a battle of over an hour, 
the large number of enemy soldiers managed to surround him. With an arrow 
lodged in his chest, he was fatally wounded. It was here that Baba Ajit Singh ji 
attained martyrdom. 


Guru Gobing Singh ji witnessed the battle from the garhi and on seeing his 
brave and noble Sahibzada fall, Guru Sahib raised a Jackara in a loud voice 
and thanked Waheguru. Bhai Mohkam Singh ji, along with the other three 
brave Singhs, also breathed his last here. 
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Saka Nankana Sahib 


Gurdwara Nankana Sahib (formerly 
Janam Asthan) being the birth place of 
Guru Nanak Dev ji, is a most sacred 
place for the Sikhs. If any unwelcome 
or immoral activities are carried out 
within the Gurdwara premises, 
naturally the Sikh community shall feel 
agonised and would surely take steps to remedy the situation. Maharaja Ranjit 
Singh had formally attached properties to this Gurdwara, covering an area of 
over 19,000 acres of highly fertile land, which yielded enormous income to the 
Gurdwara. Mahant Narain Dass, who was in charge, became corrupt and used 
the money for highly immoral activities on the holy premises including several 
incidents of rapes and murders.

Taking these matters very seriously, a congregation met at Dharowal, where 
the Mahant’s depraved activities were revealed to all. It was decided to hold a 
Dewan on March 4, 5 and 6 in 1921 to advise the Mahant to mend his ways. In 
addition, under the Gurdwara Reform (Akali) Movement this respected 
Gurdwara needed to be restored back to normality. The Akali Movement was a 
struggle for the freedom and purification of the Sikh historical places of 
worship. 


Narain Dass opposed the handover of his vast income and the shrine. He 
benefitted from the British government's opposition to the Akali Movement 
(having been responsible for putting the Mahants in charge of gurdwaras). He 
hired 400 gundas (hooligans and rogues) and acquired guns, ammunition and 
the highly inflammable material, kerosene. The Sikh leaders, who wanted to 
resolve the issue peacefully, got the information from their intelligence sources 
that the Mahant planned to invite the Sikh leaders for a meeting and on arrival 
get them killed by his gundas. 


On the evening of February 19, 1921, Bhai Lachhman Singh Dharowal, with a 
jatha of 8 and jathedar Tehal Singh with a jatha of 150 Sikhs, were joined by a 
further 50 people. This Shaheedi jatha was going to leave at about 10pm, to 

reach Nankana Sahib by early morning. Bhai Lachhman Singh wanted to wait 
for Bhai Kartar Singh Jhabar, the motivator, but Tehal Singh argued that since 
the Ardas prayer has been done, they must move on. He strongly advised the 
jatha that “..all the members shall keep cool even under extreme provocation’. 
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Jathedar Tehal Singh took the supreme command and by the morning the 
jatha reached Nankana Sahib. At this moment a special message was 
received from the Shromani Committee to postpone the action to take back 
possession of the Gurdwara. Bhai Pal Singh, the messenger, grabbed jathedar 
Lachhman Singh in order to stop his entry into the gurdwara precincts, but the 
determined Tehal Singh shouted “Khalsa ji it is not time to stop because we 
have come here to achieve martyrdom. Stopping is very un-Sikh like, to back 
out from commitment”. Then with all his jatha he marched towards the 
Gurdwara. At this time another horseman Bhai Ram Singh arrived and tried to 
persuade the jatha from entering the Gurdwara, but again to no avail. 


The jatha soon entered Darshani Dhori and shut the main gate from inside. 
Some Sikhs took seats in the Parkash Asthan, others sat around Baran Dari 
and Bhai Lachhman Singh sat on Guru Tabia. 


Narain Dass was shocked but well prepared 
for confrontation and he reacted by 
showering bullets all around. Several bullets 
hit Guru Granth Sahib. His gundas wielded 
swords, spears and other lethal weapons, to 
mercilessly slaughter the peaceful and 
unarmed jatha within the Gurdwara. The 
dead people were thrown into a burning 
pyre, set alight with kerosene. Bhai 
Lachhman Singh was wounded, tied to a nearby jand tree and burnt alive. 


News of the massacre spread and people came from all over 
Panjab. Next day on February 21, Kartar Singh Jabbar 
reached with 2200 armed Sikhs. Fearing more trouble, Mr 
Curry, the deputy Commissioner of Lahore, handed over the 
Gurdwara keys to Kartar Singh Jabbar. He then arrested 
Mahant Narain Dass and his hired gundas. The Mahant was 
awarded the death penalty for 86 murders, though the actual 
number was probably much closer to around 200. 


Mahatma Gandhi visited Nankana Sahib on 3 March 1921 and said “I have 
come to share your anguish and grief. It is interesting to note that the Sikhs in 
this drama remained peaceful and non violent from start to end. This has 
greatly added to the glory and prestige of India’. 


Kartar Singh Jabbar 


From that day the grateful Sikh Sangat worldwide regularly acknowledge the 
Shaheedi of these brave Sikhs in their daily Ardas prayer.
